FROM CHICKAMAUGA 


Typhoid Fever Continue* t« HBK« 


Among New ll«B>p«liir« Uoyn 


CHICKAMAUGA PARK, GA, Aug. 
23. 


Nothing has been done by the regi- 
ment towards starting for Lexington, 
except the removal of quartermaster's 
stores and commissary supplies. This 
morning ten teams left, carrying these 
goods, and with them was a guard of 
one sergeant, three corporals and twen- 
ty-one privates from Company E. 
The 


officer in charge was Lieut Matthew J. 
Devine of that company. 


These guards, all of that company, 


are to guard all the regimental pro- 
erty, which is to be carried to Roan- 
ville until the regimtint arrives. 


Tomorrow all the property that can 


possibly be taken, including rations, 
wagons, etc., will be sent there and 
await the regiment. It iy impossible 
for this brigade to get away tomorrow, 
as all of the Second brigade lias not 
gone from Ro°sville tonight, and it will 
take at least half a day longer before 
they will have gone. 


Thursday, camp will be broken, and 


this brigade will go, and we ought to 
be in Lexington not later than Satur- 
day morning. 


The only excitement of the day began 


at <J 40 tonight, when seven four mule 
teams came driving to Colonel Rolfe's 
tent, and immediately some 100 men, 
were seen issuing from the company 
streets with their baggage. 


Upon inquiry it was found that they 


were the boys who are going home on 
thirty days' leave. There were ninety- 
eight of them, and they left at 7 o'clock 
—a happy lot of boys—after receiving 
the best wishes of all their friends. 


Colonel Rolfe wished them a safe 


journey and hoped they would fast re- 
gain thoir health and be able to report 
back to their regiment, wherever it 
might be, if necessary, at the expiration 
of their furloughs. 
After starting, the 


baud struck up "Yankee Doodle," and 
played until they were out of sight. 


Lieut Mason was detailed, Monday, 


to look after the transportation of the 
fnrloughed, and through bis hustling 
the boys were able to get away much 
quicker than some of the other regi- 
ments, which have lull to wait from six 
to ten days. 


The following boys of the Sheridan 


Guards are among the number: Cor- 
porals Dennis and. Cnllity, Privates 
Charles MoLaughlio, Thomas 
Griffin, 


John Sullivan and Patrick O'Malley. 


The xick in our hospital, to the num- 


ber of forty, are to go by special train, 
consisting of Pullman sleeping cars, if 
possible. This will be sent tomorrow. 


Hospital Stewart Congdon and As- 


sistant Patrick McLanghlin and Charles 
Sinclair, both of Company I, have 
been given ten days' furlough, so as In 
accompany the sick to act as assistants. 


Oapt. Colby has returned from his 


stay on Affam, and is again back to 
duty, feeling much improved. 


Two more deaths were reported to- 


day, the first one being Corporal Nelson 
Gilman ot Company K, Laconia. 
He 


was a very bright, lovable boy, 18 years 
ot age, and waa very popular with all 
who knew him. His father has been in 
attendance for ten days, and was at his 
bedside at division hospital when he 
died, early this morning. He was a very 
dear friend of Corporal Morrill, who 
died laat week, both being members of 
the class of '98, Laconja higb school, 
and receivind their diplomas before they 
left home. The body will probably be 
sent home. 


Private Oliver J. Weatherway of Com- 


pany M was the second victim today. 
He died at Sternberg hospital this after- 
noon. He was one of the last recruits 
received from Lieutenant Mason, and 
had only been sick about ten days. The 
body, will be sent home for interment. 


Private Thomas C. King of the re- 


crnits received by Company C is very 
sick at this hospital, and i*a not expect 
ed-to live the night through.

have the company and regiment on.

Nearly Two Hundred Sick Soldier* Ar 


rlTtul There ou the Olivette. 


Boston, Aug. 23.—Early this morning 


the United States transport Olivetti--, 
with iOO sick or wounded soldiers from 
Santiago de Cuba, by way of Fort 
Mon- 


roe and Montauk Point, arived in Bos- 
ton harbor. She left JHontauk yesterday 
afternoon, making a quick run through 
the sound across the bay. On reaching 
quarantine she was boarded by the port 
physician, who made an examination of 
those on board, this taking some time, 
although it was made as quickly as pos- 
sible, ;is it was desired to get the soldiers 
ashore and in comfortable quarters In 
the hospitals of this city as soon as this 
could h,e done. 


Every preparation was made by the 


Volunteer Aid association an<l the city 
(lUtliorltlea for setting the men into th 
hospitals as quickly and comfortably 
as possible, a largo numbtr of ambu- 
lances, carriages and men with stretch- 
ers and cots being provided and held in 
readiness for definite information re- 
garding the landing of the men. Dr. 
Bradford went down to quarantine as 
soon as it was knrnyn ttiat the Olivette 
had arrived, \vitlv the intention of send- 
ing up information as soon as it was d 
cided where the landing was to he made. 
At 10:30 It was announced that the Oli- 
vette %vouli1 arrive at Lewis wharf at 
noon and the ambulances were sent 
doMi there to meet Un> men."'
